This was ane of those melancholy instan. 
ces, but too frequent in this country‚-in which 
men are led to the commission of the roost 

„Bagitious act without any apparent iustigat. 
ing Cause, or prospect of advantage. The 
prisotier and prosecutor Samuel Johnston, 
wete soldiers belonging tu the same company 
of Artillery. They were serving together in 
the field in June last. In the middle of the 
night of the 18th of that mouth, while John. 
ston was asleep, with several of his comrades, 
in a barrack tent, the prisunêr entered the 
tent with a drawn sword, went up to several 
Cots, and having observed the countenances 
of thoge asleep on them, passe on ‘until he 
reached that of Johustan.  Immedinately up- 
on recognising him, he raised the sword, au 
struck him a violent blow with, its edge on 
the left temple. Luuckiiy his head, wis de. 
fended by a handkerchief, else the, force of 
the cut would probably have immediately de. 
prived him of life. Asit was, he received a 
deep wound of which the scar remained. In. 
stantly ón being wounded he jamped up, and 
exclaimmed Ì am hart, The prisoner aimed 
another blow at -hior, which passed down un. 
der his arm aud graged his side; having done 
so he glidded out of tbe tent, hiding the 
sword between the fold uf his trowsers. The 
alarm however being instantly giveu, he was 
siezed and secured. Such were the facts cs- 
tablished in the clearest manner by the con. 
curriug testimony of three witnesses, It did 
not from their evideuce appear that the deed 
could be traced to any previously existing 
‘animosity or quarrel between the prisoner 
aud Johnstons nor was it evident that the 
foemer was intoxicatcd at the time of its com. 
mission. ln his defence the prisoner plead. 
ed ignorince of what had happened; he said 
that he had got intoxicated in the evening, 
and from the time of his intoxtgation, until 
he fous himself in custody, he was not a. 
ware of what had passed. Finally he urged 
the improbability of any waliee being prescat 
te his mind against Johnston, with whom he 


hid alwavs lived in terms of good fellowship, ” 


He catied upon Capt. Curfey, formerly com- 
mauding the Company, to wliich he betongs, 
to speak to his character, aad the witness 
gave him a high character, as u sober, steady, 
good soldier, and a quiet inofFensive man. In 
his chargeto the Jury, his Loordship Sie. W.

Of the whole crew, consisting of about 350 
persous, only 6 men reached the shore, and 
that with difficulty upon plauks, being much 
bruiscd by the wreck and by the surf, which 
was very high. At daylight: the sternpost 
was the only part vf (he Ship to be seen—=the 
beach was covered with pieces of the wreck 
stores, ésc. and also by a namber of dead boa 
dies, which were buried. by the Survivors 
Among them were the bodies of Lord and 
Ledy Molesworth, the Agent and Captain, 
and several Children. - 5 

On (he next day, Ist June, considering- 
ourselves to the westward of Cape Point, ft 
was agreed to coast the Beach to the Easte 
ward, which we continued to do for four days 
and a half subsisting on shell 6sh from of 
the roads ; bat fearing we had taken a wrong 
direction, it was agreed to return to tha 
wreck, and we accomplished it in three days 
and a half, where we remsined six. days, ub 
bisting chiely om a cask of vatmeal, which 
had drove on shoremelBy drying it in the Sun, 
we experienced great relief. — The pinnace had. 
been thrown on shore bilged, which we pro 
posed to repair, in the best manner we could 
and endeavour to eoast along shore—at. that 
time, the 14th June, being at. work on the 
boat, we were fortunately discovercd by â 
Farmer’ gon, John. Swastfy, who was out 
shooting, who kumaacly carricd us to his 
father’s house; here we remained with every 
comfort he could ‘afford us for a woek, and 
tlien set off for Cape Town, where we arrived 
on Monday evening the @ôth June, Before: 
we left the Country, we were informed that 
331 bodies thrown on shore had heen interred

Jay-marches, and amid the disgusting de- 
tails of a field hospital, the duties of which 
were considerably arduous. [lowever, 
| wrought incessantiy and steadily, and 
without being discouraged by any kind of. 
difheulty, till my bealth absolutely gave 


way, and when Î could keep the field no 
onger, Ì wroughton my couch,as Il genee 
rally do still, thongh lam much better 
than have been. As had the assistance 
of no intelligent, Europcaus, E was obligeil 
long to grope my way; but | have now 
acquired a pretty correct idea of India in 
all its depertsmeuts, which increases in geoe 
metrical progression as l advance in the 
languages. Îre languages that have ate 
tracted my attention since my arrival have 
been Arabic, Persie, Mincostasi, Mahrate 
ta, Tamal, Telinga, Canara, Sanscrit, 
Malayalam, Malay, amd Armerman. Yon 
will be: ready to ask where the devil 1 
picked up tbese hard names, bat l assure 
you itis infinitely more ditücult to pick 
up the languages themselves; several of 
which include dialects as different from 
each other as Fresich or Balian from Spa- 
nish or Portuguese; and in all these, I 
flatter myself 1 have made consider: 
able progress. What would you say, 
were Ï to add the Maldivian and 
Mapella tanguages to these? Besides, 
FE have deeyphered the inscriptions 
of Mavalipoorani, which were, written 
in an ancient Canara character, which 
bad hitherto defied all attempts at undere 
standing it,‚-and also several Lata Lippi, 
inscriptions, which is an ancient Tamal 
dialect and ®&haracter, in addition to the 
Jewish tablets of Coehin, which were in 
the ancient Malayalam, gencrally termed 
Malabar. 1 enter into these details mere- 
ly to show you that 1 have not been idle, 
aud that my time has neither been dissie 


pated, nor de void of plan, though that plan _ 


is not sufficiertly unfolded, To what t 
have told you of, you are to add constant 
and necessary exposure to the sun, damps 
and dews (rom the juugles, and putrid ex- 
halations of marches; before kl had been 
properly accustomed to the climate, con- 
stant rambling in the haunts of tigers, 
leopards, bears,andserpents of 80 or 40 fect 
long, that inake nothing of swallowing a 
buffalo, by way of demonstrating (heir ap=- 
petite, in a morning, together with smaller 
and more dangerous snakes, whose baunts 
are dangerous, and bite dealiy ; and you 
haveafaint ilea of a situatio:r, in which 
with health, [ lived as happy as tbe day 
was long. lt was oeZusionally.” diversified 
with rapid jaunts of a hunderd iuiles or so, 
as fast as horses or bearcrs could carry me, 
by night or day, swimming through rivers 
aflgat in an old brass kettle, at midnight ! 
Ol could tell you advertures to outrival 
the witch of Endor, or any witch that ever 
swam in egg-shellorsieve ; bat you would 
undoubtediy imagine E wanted to impose 
on you were Î to relate what Ì have seen 
and passed through. No! 1 certainly 
shall never repent of having corne to India. 
It has awakened energies in me that 1 scarce- 
ly imagined Ì possessed, though I could 
guaw my living nails with pure vexation 
to think bow much Ì bave been thwarted 
by indisposition. If, however, 1 get over 


it, Ì shall think the better of my constitu- 


tion as long as Ï live. Ítis not every con= 
stitution that can resist the combined ate 
tack of liver, spleen, bloody fux, and 
jungle fever, which is very much akin to 
to the plague of Egypt, and yellow fever 
of America. Ìt is true l have been five 
times given up by the most skilful- physie 
cians in these parts; but in spite of that, 
lam firmly convinced that ‘ my doom is 
not to die this day,’ and that you shalt 
see me emerge from this tribulation like 
gold purified by the fre; and when (bat 
happens, egad Ì may boast thatI have 
been refined by the very same menstruum 
too, even the universal solvent mercury, 
which is almost the only cure for the liver, 
though 1 have been obliged to try another, 
and make an issue in my right side. Now 
pray, my dear Ballantyne, if this ever 
comes to hand, instantly sit down, and

_of Dr. Leyden were uncourtly, more per- 


haps frou his detestation of the vices too 
generally attendant on refinensent, anda 
wish (indulged to excess from his youth) 
to keep ata marked distance frou them, 
than from any ignorance of the rules of 
good breeding. He was fond of talking, 
his voice was loud, and had: litte or no 
modulation, and be spoke in (he provine 
cial dialect of his native country 5 it can« 
not be surprising, therefore, that even his 
information and knowledge, when so cone 
veyed, should be felt by a nauiber of his 
hearers as unpleasant, if not oppressive. 
But with all these disadvantages (and they 


„were great) (he admiration and estccm in 


wbich he was always‘held by those who 
could appreciate his qualities, became gee 
‘neral wherever he was long known; they 
even who could not understand the value 
of lis knowledge, loved” his virtuce. 
Thongh be was distinguished by his love 
of liberty, and almost haughty indepen- 
dence, his ardent feelings, and proud gee 
nius, never led him into any lieentious or 
extravagant speculations on political’ sube 
Jects. He never solicited favour, but he 
was raised by the liberal discernment of 
his noble friend and patron Lord M into, 
to situations that aforded him an oppor- 
tunity of showing that he was as serupu- 
lous and as inftexibly virtuous in the dis- 
charge of his duties, as he was attentive in 
private life tothe duties of morality and 
religion. 

£ It is not easy to convey an idea of the 
method which De. Leyden used in his

hen be read a lesson in Persian, a pere
